the board of directors and stock- 


of La Ptiente Walnut Growers 


Association: 


Gentlemen; I am pleased to make the 


following report of your association's 
business covering 1918-1919 season: 


Our stock ledger shows a total of 247 


members, with a total average of 5513 
acres of producing walnuts. 


The association received from grow- 


ers and shipped in first pool a total of 
2,388,051 pounds of walnuts, which were 
graded into 1,755,070 pounds of No. 1's; 
58,422 No. 2's; 20,251 "0. T."'budded, 
and' 1548,870 •'•'Diamond" budded, for 
which gross receipts figured $690,?72. 


Gleanings to the extent of ;>30,534 


pounds wore also received after tho 
close of the regular season and placed 
in the second pool, and should bring 
gross 
receipts 
of 
probably 
.tll.OOO. 


There wore in addition to the above 
weights 40 tons of culls shipped to the 
by-products plant in Los Angeles. 


This tonnngo ran far in excess of nil 


estimates made by growers and officials 
and caused our sulosinnnagrr consider- 
able embarrassment and delay in mak 
ing final payments. 
, , 


Full settlement and final statements 


have been made to growers on first pool. 
We are advised that salo of walnut 
moats and second pool goods arc pro- 
gressing in n satisfactory manner, but 
further returns will probably not bo 
made until these goods arc cleaned up 
and final statements uuiile to growers. 
As (hone returns will not the growers 
far greater 
amounts than 
otherwise 


have been received they should wait 
patiently for the finals. 


The high prices of our goods greatly 


increased tho cost of selling, Operating 
upon wartime basis demanded the max- 
imum price on labor, bags, bleach, etc., 
yet the percentage of costs arc tho 
lowest wo have ever shown, namely: 
California Walnut Growers Association 
soiling.expense, three per cent plus one 
per cent cash discount; local associa- 
tion, 2 per cent; making the total cost 
to "rowers practically (! per cent. This 
last includes the charge for sorting out 
culls at tho plant, a great saving to 
growers in expense and time. Tho ex- 
penses for handling the second 
pool 


will probably run higher than 0 per 
cent. 


Tho culling of nil walnuts at 
the 


packing house has proved a decided 
success. Definite prices to bo paid for 
picking by growers as decided at the 
special 
mooting 
last August showed 


wise judgment and forethought. 
Be- 


sides standardizing wages, it also pro- 
duced harmony and satisfaction both 
among pickers and growers by elimin- 
ating, the practice of growers bidding 
for each other's pickers. 


Material changes in tho packing plant 


must bo made before th« coming har- 
vest. The most feasible scheme seems 
to require tho expansion of tho build- 
ing over the remaining 75 feet of our 
property, with basement and sforagc 
bins. The rapidly increasing production 
of budded walnuts demand serious con- 
sideration. 
To 
keep 
up 
with 
the 


growth, additional machinery will bo re- 
quired ia tho plant. Machinery instal- 
lation might bo postponed ono or two 
seasons 
by 
employing 
double 
shifts 


with night runs, but your secrotary is 
convinced that two units of machinery 
should be installed. This would practi- 
cally result in making two plants under 
one roof. One unit could b« used for 
budded nuts, thus permitting tho deliv- 
ery of budds daily. 
During the peak 


load both units could be adjusted to 
take cure of seedlings u n t i l ' t h e rush 
is over. This two u n i t plan has further 
advantages 
in case 
of 
break-downs, 


where one unit could curry the load 
while the other wu.s undergoing emer- 
gency repairs.

plKiit is $.'1,500.
